CHAPTER 124.
AN ACT relating to commercial schools.

The people of the state of W'isc(-msifn, represented in senate and
assembly, do enact as follows:

Course of study; certificate of graduation. Section 1. The
state superintendent of public instruection is authorized to fix
and prescribe a course of study for commercial schools or eol-
leges. To all schools accepting and adopting such standard
and requirement for admission and graduation therefrom, he
shall grant a certificate of such fact and shall include in his
biennial report a list of the schools so eomplying.

CHAPTER 125.

AN ACT to amend chapter 336, laws of 1901, authorizing free
public lectures on educationed subjects.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senale and
assembly, do enact as follows:

Board of education empowered to secure evening lectures.
SEcTioN 1. Section 1 of chapter 336, of the laws of 1901, is
hereby amended so as to read as follows: ‘‘The board of school
directors or the board of education of any city is hereby author-
ized and empowered to provide for the employment of com-
petent persons to deliver evening lectures on the natural sci-
ences, on historical, lLiterary, or other educatlional subjects, in
the publie school buildings, tn public library buildings, or in
other suitable places of said city.
